1. Reference (a) forwarded a station request to change the specifications
on MILCON projects for fire alarm reporting systems from an 8 AWG single con-
ductor to a 2 conductor, 12 AWG shielded polyethylene cable. Reference (b)
requested that the results of the request forwarded by reference (a) be expedited.
A detailed analysis for the failure of the originally specified 8 AWG single
conductor system was held, as well as an analvsis of the cost-benefit of a num-
ber of equal alternatives to the proposed 2 conductor, 12 AWG shielded polyethy-
lene cable, see enclosure (1). The results of this analysis indicates that a
viable alternative, both function and cost wise, for the proposed 2 condictor,
12 AWG shielded polyethylene cable is an ISMA type cable, 2 conductor 12 AWG
without cepper shield. These cables will be specified on all direct burial
zggre alarm conductors on MILCON projects at Camp Lejeune.
